The funeral of D. M. Cannon, who

Two brothers and a 
sister, James, John and Harriet pre- 
deceased him. The sympathy of the 
people, more particularly the old tim- 
ers of Lacombe is extended to the re- 
maining members of the family in 
their hour of sadne+..
